G. H. Hutton is 
Banquetted 

On Monday evening a large num- 
ber of friends of G. H. Hutton, late 
superintendent of the Government Ex- 
perimental Station, gathered-at the 
Adelphi where a banquet wa’; given 
in his honour. The whole coouhtryside 
was represented by dairymen, farm- 
ers and livestock men, who were there 
to testify to the great assistance which 
G. H. Hutton had so readily given at 
all times in the way of improvell ag- 
riculture and stock raising. The de- 
partment of Agriculture was repres- 
ented by the Hon. Duncan Marshall 
and Mr. H. A. Craig, Deputy Minister; 
the live stock industry by Mr. W. F. 
Stevens provincial commissioner the 
Dairy industry by Mr. €. Marker, the 
Government expert. Covers were laid 
for sixty guests and the arrangements 
reflected great credit upon the man- 
agement. Mayor Morrison acted in the 
capacity of Toast Master, and _ in 
a few well chosen remarks, eulogistic 
of the guest of the evening, called 
on N. E. Carruthers and A. M. Camp- 
bell to make a presentation, and Mr. 
Hutton was handed an illuminated 
address, travelling bag and gold 
mounted cane. 

In proposing the toast “The Wor- 
kers in Experimental Farms.” Mr. 
Craig just read a resolution expres- 
sive of the warmest appreciated of 
the work of G. H. Hutton, from the 
executive of the U. F. A. in Edmonton. 
He spoke of his own personal know- 
ledge of the great ability and work 
of Mr. Hutton extending over twenty 
years, and said that it was only 
the tardiness of the government in 
coming to terms that had lost for the 
Dominion one of its most valuable 
experts in the realm of agriculture 
as a government official. But he was 
glad to know that the province would 
still be his home. Lacombe might 
well be proud of the fact that from 
being the smallest a few years back, 


this experimental farm had now grown 


to the largest and most important in 
the Dominion, brought about entirely 
by the indefatigable labors and the 
genius of the guest of the evening. 
Mr. Hutton in replying, expressed his 
appreciation of the handsome gifts as 
well as of the kindly sentiments voic 
ed by the speakers. He gave an in 
teresting history of the establishment 
of the Experimenta! Stations by the 
government, particularly the one in 
which he had been superintendent for 
the past 17 years. He said that for 
fertility of soil and general climatic 
conditions, Lacombe was 
peer for agricultural pursuits. As 
showing the value of the farm to the 
whole community in the matter of 
expert advice he stated that the office 
was receiving from 4 to 6000 letters 
per year, containing enquiries upon 
every subject connected with agricul-

‘submitted to the’ convention until the 
last day, so we do not know the res- 
ults of ‘these. There are a few gen- 
eral iffpressions of which we would 
like to speak. é 


President Wood was unanimously 
re-eleceted. Mr. Wood is undeuht- 
edly the leading farmer of Canada to- 
day “and the convention did weil to 
return his leadership. We heard some 
talk in the corridors that he was not 
a good chairman because he did not 
hold the conyention down to parlia- 
mentary rules‘ of debate. We venture 
the opinion that president Wood knew 
the timber he was working with bet- 
ter than any other. ®robably half of 
the delegates had never been at the 
convention before and doubtless the 
majority of these knew] about ru- 
les of debate. If Mr, Wood had been 
strict, many would have considered 
him unjust in his decisions because 
they did not know the rules as they 
are properly applied. 

We believe the greatest value of the 
convention is the education which. it 
gives to so many delegates from yéar 
to year in the value of organization 
and the enlarging of their hotizon. 
Unfortunately for himself: and for 
his cause the farmer has been tod 
long in learning that his is but a small 
part of the whole and that for the 
best interests of all he must relate 
homself to the whole. Several times 
quite evidently for the good of the far- 
mers as a whele, some delegate woul 
when resolutions were brought for. 
ward in the convention which were 
oppose them because they did not ap- 
ply in his community. Thus are they 
learning to think in terms of a bro- 
therhood rather than an individual. 

Thursday was almost. wholly given 

| over to discussion of the Banking sys- 
tem of Canada, Mr. J. W. Leedy, ex- 
governor of Kansas who has lived in 
Alberta for 11 years and given spec- 
ia] study to this question, spoke for 
tn in opposition to the present 
systém and in favor of small abnks.un-. 
der state control. He compared the 
situation in Kansas with Alberta and 
showed much in favor of the former 
system. There is one point -which 
Mr. Leedy raised with which we must 
humbly beg to disagree. He said 
that the Banks should make lvans to 
farmers without any regard to their 
honesty. Mr. Brown speaking to this 
question said that the Banks always 
loaned to the small farmers if he was 
industrious and honest and that-in the 
Banking business a borrowers charac- 
ter was always the greatest consider- 
ation. If Mr. Leedy’s idea was adop- 
ted we think it would soon knock the 
foundation from under credit altoge- 
ther. No farmer would want to de- 
posit his money in any institution 
which would loan it out to men whose 
business integrity could not be relied 
upon. Mr. Brown, Supt of the Central 
western Branches, the Canadian Bank 
of commerce replied to Mr. Leedy 
for two hours and a half and. We think 
he explained many things that the far- 
mer had overlooked before. At time 
of writing we have not heard what gc- 
tion was taken on the resolution to 
organize a system of unit banks of 
small capitalization. W. R. Ball gave 
an address on “How Canada con pay 
her war debt,” which was full of good 
suggestions. Mr. Ball. has been one of 
the men in the farmers movement that 
has never received much courtesy or 
consideration from the U.F.A. He on- 
ly speaks on what he has studied out 
and his only fault we think is that he 
is about ten years ahead of times. We 
remember hearing him speak on que- 
stions ten years ago which the farm- 
ers laughed at then, put are passing 
resolutions to that effect in these days. 
Some one has always to be a martyr 
if progress is to be made in the world 
of men. We think in this connecton 
of James Russel Lowell’s poem in 
which he says: 
Then to side with truth is noble, 
When we share her wretched crust, 
Ere her cause bring fame and profit, 
And ‘tis prosperous to be just; 
Then it is the brave man chooses, 
While the coward stands aside , 
Till the multitude make virtue, 
Of the faith they had denied. 

Mrs. McKinney, M. P. P. gave a 
splendid address on“ The farmers 
opportunity.” She said now was. the 
time to get rid of the two forms of 
autocracy which thrived in Canada. 
Commercial and Political. The farm- 
ers had made a success of the U.F.A. 
which was educational and the U.G.G. 
which was commercial. It was now 
time they should make a success of 
the non-partizan league (organized in- 
dependence) which was the opportuni- 
ty for the farmer to express himself 
politically.
